Legal Battle for Control of Receiver- 


ships Set for July 24 at Gering—Gov- 
ernor Appoints Luikart as Code De-

On the heels of a temporary restraining order whicn 


Clarence G. Bliss obtained Wednesday forenoon at Gering 
against Governor Charles W. Bryan to prevent the latter'a 
interfering with Bliss as receiver of the defunct Irrigators 
Bank of Scottsbluff, the governor started a flank attack to 
oust Bliss from all of the 200 receiverships in which he has 
been acting up to this time. 


Bryan announced at his morning, 


conference with press representa-' 
tives that he had appomte E. H 
LuHcart as secretary of the code de- 
partment of trade and commerce, 
and that applications to tne DIst-ict 
court would follow to have all bank 
recvverships transferred to Luikart, 
In accordance \uth the provision of 
the 1929 banking act which says 
that the secretary of trade and com- 
merce shall be "the sole and only 
receiver of failed and insolvent 
banks.'1 


Another development Wednesday 


was the installation of a new com- 
bination lock on the door of the 
vault in the state banking depart 
ment where receivership records 
and lists of stockholders in all failed 
banks are kept. This was done un- 
der Governor Bryan's order, pre- 
sumably for the purpose of denying 
Bliss and his attorney^XJD.^Bevjaon.

the city for testing automobile head- 
lights and brakes. Mayor Zehrung 
declared Wednesday Ther are far 
too many owners of smaller cars 
who have not been to the Safety 
Lane testing ground, he said.

SWIMMING POOL 


Plans are Expected To 


Be Approved Friday 


By Regents. 


Located Beneath Stage 


Of Coliseum; Will Be 


Completed by Fall. 


Climaxing a semester's campaign 
on the nart of University of Ne- 
braska students, a swimming pool 
35 by 75 feet is to be constructed 
at once underneath the stage of the 
coliseum and will be ready for use 
by the time school opens Septem- 
ber 15. It is understood that the 
plans will be formally submitted for 
approval at a board of regents meet- 
ing Friday. A committee of re- 
gents has been in charge of prelimi- 
nary negotiations and arrangements. 
Cost of the pool, according to 
Davis & Wilson, architects, will be 
between $35.000 and $40,000. Draw- 
ings and specifications are com- 
pleted and in the hands of con- 
tractors who will turn in their bids 
shortly. 


Women students as well as men 
will get to use the pool. A separate 
women's entrance at the northeast 
corner of the coliseum has been ax- 
rangd for in the t>lans. Women's 
dressing and shower rooms will be 
located at the northeast corner of 
the coliseum basement just east of 
the plunee. Men's shower and locker 
rooms already in use will not be 
altered.All-Tile Construction.

MOSCOW, July 8—(APi—Soviet 


Russia's ruble bad boy of world 
currency, is undergoing a 
face 
cleaning. 
Once so plentiful in a nation 


where there was little to spend 
it for, the ruble is becoming scarce 
as a result of the government's 
efforts to stabilizevit. 


Now, there is more to buy and 


comparatively 
few 
rubles 
with 
which to pay as a direct outcome 
of the government's new financial 
policy exemplified in the recent 50 
per cent average increase in the 
prices of food and basic commod- 
ities. 


Notwithstanding that the ruble 
has no standing in international 
exchange ,the government's deter- 
mination to stabilize it at home 
was manifest sometime ago in the 
announcement by Commisar of Fi- 
nance C. T. Grinko that the issu- 
ance of currency, which was stopped 
in the latter part of 1930, would 
not be resumed this year. 


Stop Printing Money 


Heretofore, government printing 
presses had been running at top 
speed to pay salaries and other in- 
ternal obligations under the five- 
year plan. This produced a wide 
distribution of rubles among the 
populace, which, due to the scarcity 
of food and other necessities of 
life, accumulated large quantities of 
the currency because there was 
relatively little to purchase with it. 


Aided by the increasing output 


of light industry, which produces 
such things, the government in re- 
cent months has been opening more 
and more "open," or "higher priced" 
stores in Moscow, where anyone 
is permitted to buy. Then came the 
heavy price increase, just as the 
populace -was indulging in a buy- 
ing orgy induced by well stocked 
shelves on one side and plenty of 
rubles "on the part of the workers 
and peasants. 
If appearances in Moscow can be 
taken as criterion, this gradually de- 
pleted the buying capacity of a 
large portion of the population in 
urban centers. At the same time, 
it has brought an increase in both 
the quantity and quality of stocks 
of goods on hand in the stores. 


Workers Affected Little. 


Actually, the worker portion of 


the population is little affected by 
the price increase because they are 
rationed necessities at fixed prices.

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FARM BOARD OUT 
OF PRICE FIGHT 


Reply Made to Private 


Dairy Firm Complaint 


Again Co-op. 


Schilling Says It Is In 


evitable That Some 


Will Be Injured. 


WASHINGTON, July 8— (AP) — 


Private wholesale dairy distributors 
were advised today the farm board 
would not attempt to prohibit re- 
ductions by competing co-opera- 
tives. 


Explaining the board "recognizes 


it is inevitable that some private 
businesses will be Injured" through 
the agricultural marketing act, W 
F. Schilling, a member, informed 
Senator Davis of Pennsylvania pri- 
vate wholesalers have no other al- 
ternative than to meet the lower 
prices. 
Schilling added the only interest 


of the farm board in the business 
of co-operatives was that they con- 
duct their business so as "to reas- 
onably insure repayment" of loans 
made to them by ttie government. 
That attitude was expressed in a 
letter addressed to Davis in answer 
to a complaint of the P. E. Sharp- 
less Co., Inc. Philadelphia dairy 
wholesalers, filed against the Land 
O' Lakes Creameries, Inc., of Min- 
neapolis, Minn. 
Charges Subsidy. 


Charging that the government, in 


effect, 
granted a subsidy to the 


Land O' Lakes co-operative through 
loans under the marketing act, M 
S. Bradley, president of the Phila- 
delphia firm, accused the co-opera- 
tive of "indiscriminate 
price cut- 


ting" and extension of credit to 
"uncertain credit risks," in an ef- 
fort to increase1 its sales in the 
Philadelphia 
area. He predicted 


"tremendous losses from bad debts" 
would follow as a result. 


Recalling a recent statement by 


Chairman Stone of the board, Brad- 
ley quoted him as saying the mar- 
keting act "specifically 
prohibits 


loans for the purpose of competi- 
tion." He charged Land O' Lakes 
with violating the law in setting up 
distributing agencies in duplication 
of existing private marketing facil- 
ities. 
Schilling recalled the purpose of 
the marketing act to place agricul- 
ture on "an economic parity with 
industry" and said that while some 
businesses 
would be hurt, "the 


board believes no private distributor 
of agricultural products has very 
much to worry about if he is per- 
forming a necessary service at a 
cost as low or lower than that ser- 
vice is being performed by the com- 
peting co-operative." 
St Louis Scouts

St. Louis Boy Scout council sponsors 
four such trips to places of .interest 
in the country. Othere treks take 
the lads to Washington, D. C., and 
tie Minnesota lake region, William 
Puffer and Jack Higginbathin ac- 
company the scouts as assistants to 
Mr. Mills. The caravan carries Its 
own chef. 
Leaving St. Louis Monday, the 


group stayed over night Monday at 
Bethel. Kas., and then drove to Lin- 
coln Tuesday. 
They plan to stay 
at,North Platte Wednesday night. 
A bus carrying the boys and a truck 
for their equipment serve as trans- 
portation. 


According to Mr. Mills, who has 


been on these trips for the past 
three years, the big thrill of the jaunt 
comes when the lads climb a glacier 
in Yellowstone park. After reach- 
ing the park, a pack train is used 
In ascending one of the mountains. 
At the end of the first day the ani- 
mals are deserted and two profes- 
sional guides take the party to a 
glacier. 


Twenty-five days are taken to

Three times in the past three 


months the chief 
executive 
has 


linked world economic rehabilita- 
tion with the success'of the forth- 
coming disarmament conference. In 
announcing the agreement of the 
major powers on the debt holiday, 
Mr. Hoover stressed that among the 
causes of the world wide economic 
depression are "the burdens 
im-< 


posed and the fears aroused by 
competitive armament." 


U. S. Will Participate. 


The American government plans 


to participate officially and fully m 
the Geneva conference, to be held 
under the auspices of the League 
of Nations. Secretary Stimson, who 
led the American delegation to the 
London arras conference, is in Eu- 
rope to confer 
with continental 


statesmen on plans for the next 
parley. 


While the administration's 
ex- 
pectations were discussed, in official 
circles, Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, the 


British, ambassador, yesterday noti- 
fied the American government of 
the action of the English govern- 
ment in summoning an experts' con- 
ference to work out the details of 
the moratorium plan. 


Acting Secretary- Castle expressed 


confidence in a formal statement 
that little difficulty would be en- 
countered in working out the 
de- 
tails. 
He also made known that 


the 
American government 
was 


ready to co-operate heartily with 
the experts. 


America Not Invited. 


The United States has not been 


invited to participate in the ex- 
perts' conference, "because the prob- 
lems before them are 
considered 


those in which this government has 
no direct interest. They deal mainly 
with technicalities under the Young 
plan for debt settlements to which 
the United States is not a signa- 
tory. 


The gratitude of the German peo- 


ple for President Hoover's action in 
proposing the moratorium to re- 
lieve Germany was expressed in a 
message to the White house from 
President Von Hindenberg.

Says Holding Wheat for 


Given Price Won't 


Help Market. 


' Asking for popular support or the 
federal farm board policies, and 
criticizing Senator R. B. He-well for 
requesting the board to hold wheat 
from the market until a given price 
could be obtained, C. B. Steward, 
secretary of the Nebraska Farm 
Bureau federation Wednesday made 
public a letter which he sent to 
Nebraska's junior senator, 


The letter follows. 


OMAHA, Neb, July 7, 1331. 


Senator B B Howell, 
M\ Dear Senator' 
I noticed in a press dispatch that jou 
nad communicated with the federal farm 
board 
urging thBt 
the board make a 
definite statement that th"sy would with- 
hold stabilization ^heat Irom the mar- 
ket for a ghen period or at a gnen price. 
I was very much surprised senator that 
jou would be drawn into this controicrs\ 
which originated with the organized grain 
trade who ha%c always fought the pro- 
gram of the federal farm board »nd who 
are determirxxj to crush the cooperathe 
marketing of agricultural products. 
Must Control Marketing: 


The farm board has been of great as- 
sistance to the farmers in organizing 
these co-operatHes for the more efficient. 
and economic distribution of agricultural 
products. Of course this has hurt the old 
line prhate interests whose profits have 
been enormous from the handling of ag- 
ricultural products, regardless of whether 
the farmer prospered or not Agriculture 
is facing the greatest crisis in its historj. 
If the farmers are to establish economic 
independence they must control the mar- 
keting of their products and the fight 
that is being made against the farm boara 
by e\ery interest that is engaged in the 
marketing and distribution of agricultural 
products 
recognizes that if the farmer 
once secures control of his marketing 
machinery the consciousless profits mada 
by 
old lino dealers 
will be seriously 


curtailed. 
The grain dealers broadcasted to the 
farmers through the public press and 
through the^r field men on e\erj oppor- 
tunity that if the farm board stabiliza- 
tion corporation would cease operation 
on the market that we would see a bet- 
ter price for wheat and that the legiti- 
mate grain trade as they stjle them- 
selies, would create a better market at a 
better price. When the farm board an- 
nounced in March that stabilization op- 
erations on the market would cease witU 
the May delivery 
the grain trade an- 
nounced through the press and particu- 
larly the Kansas City Star 
that now 
the legitimate gram trace would have 
control of the market- that it would be 
a free market and that in %iew of the 
fact that the government uould retire 
from meddling in the market, we could 
expect a healthy increase In gram prices 
But what happened' When tho stabiliza- 
tion corporation ceased operation wheat 
dropped 23 cents a bushel in one day 
and the Kansas City 8t»r reversed its 
position and condemned the farm board 
for having withdrawn its support from 
the market. The Kansas City Star is the 
mouthpiece of the organized grain trade 
of Kansas City and if that organized 
grain trade is so efficient why in the 
name of common sense didn't the} sup- 
port the market' 
Then they had to have another alibi 
The market crashed They said it was be- 
cause of the 200 000 000 bushels of wheat 
vith tne farm board controlled that hung 
as a menace over tie market Such rot 
These grain men went down to the farm 
board and endeavored to persuade the 
farm board to turn over the marketing 
of this wheat to them as they had sold 
their May wheat and then wanted to ge» 
it back In order to nse it under their 
control to crush the co-operative organi- 
zations Siyt Congressmen Misled. 
The board refused to place their weapon 
In their hands and agreed that any mar- 
keting that was carried on of the stabili- 
zation wheat would be done through the 
Farmers' 
National 
Grain 
corporation 
The trouble with the organized gram 
trade is that when the crisis in the gram 
market developed and prices crashed the 
gram trade could furnish no relief not 
withstanding their boasted efficiency anc 
their great interest in the farmer and 
his veil being 
The egg and poultry 
business is handled exclusively by private 
dealers 
The farm board has no sur- 
plus of eggs on their hands vet eggs 
are selling at 9 cents at country points 
Why didn't these highly efficient private 
dealers who are fighting the program Of 
the federal farm board come to the res- 
cue of the egg producers and create a 
better market' Why didn't thev come to 
the rescue of the producers of hogs and 
create a better market for them£ Thr 
farm board is not holding a supply of 
hogs over their he»ds The truth of tne 
matter is that back of all of this agita- 
tion on the part of tne gram dealers is 
their determined effort to muddle up the 
farmer 
misinform him and enlist the 
rvpath- of t>o!it!cian« who arc only look- 
ing for votes 
in order that thev may 
destrov the 
fundamental principle o* 
the federal farm marketing , act which 
K the creation of far-ier owned and 
farmer 
controlled co-operati.e osaniza- 
tion« for the marketing and distribution 
of the farmer's products 
If the present 
campaign being so cunningly fostered by 
the grain dealers and speculators in their 
effort to compel the farm board to issue 
» statement pledging the non sale of 
stabilization -wheat is successful, they will 
have succeeded first ia depleting the re- 
volving fund and second in taking con- 
trol of the wheat i. from the hands of the 
co-operatives.

Forty-four persons lost their, lives 


and 558 more were injured in acci- 
dents in Nebraska during the two 
week period ending June 30, ac- 
cording to the bi-weekly report of 
the Nebraska Press association and 
the rehabilitation division of the 
department of vocational education. 


Of the 558 persons hurt, 21 were 


permanently disabled. 
Motor ve- 


hicle accidents 
caused 16 deaths, 


other public accidents 15, agricul- 
tural employment 1, industrial em- 
ployment 4, and accidents in the 
home 8. Twelve of the deaths were 
from drowning. 


Injuries were 
suffered 
by 271 


persons in auto accidents while 61 
were hurt in other public accidents. 
Home accidents were 
responsible 


for injuries to 98, with 128 injured 
while at 
work. 
Of the 
128, 81 


were agricultural and 47 industrial 
accidents. 


In the home accidents, 4S per- 


sons were hurt by falls, 15 by Durns 
and 6 by being caugat in elei'tiic 
wnngers. 
In industrial accidents, 


falls hurt 14 persons, falling objects 
7 more, while 6 were caught in 
machinery and 3 burned by electric 
shocks.

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A. NEW DAY IN THE WORLD. 


For the urbanite who watched the stock ticker 


Tuesday, or the farmer who noted the price of grains 
and livestock, it was just another day. 


The market did not perform in the fashion expect- 


ed. On the heels of the announcement France and 
the United States had reached accord on the subject 
of a year's debt moratorium. 2 billions were sheared 
from the prices of stocks, and wheat, corn and oats 
suffered setbacks. Everyone expected them to ad- 
vance. When President Hoover first broached the 
subject of a debt holiday, the market had its most 
heartening and rapid advance in months. But when 
the proposal became a reality, subject only to approv- 
al of congress which unquestionably will be forth- 
corning, the market hits the toboggan. 


It was no way for the market toact when the tenor 


of all discussion was that if France could be persuad- 
ed debt postponement was necessary there would be 
an appreciable improvement in economic conditions 
the worlf) over. And yet there were substantial rea- 
sons why the triumphant conclusion of the negotia- 
tions failed to produce the immediate reaction of a 
rising market. The market had jumped upward in 
recent days in anticipation of the event. Allowance 
had already been made for what took place. With 
the final decision, the conditions which inspired Mr. 
Hoover's dramatic proposal are gradually filtering 
through the news. The true state of German affairs 
is being bared. Bankruptcy was close at hand in Ger- 
many, and in some other countries. Not only had 
they reached their financial limits but the mental 
pressure of their peoples had reached the point where 
conditions were desperate. It was an operation per- 
formed in the .nick of time. 


* * * 


Yet despite the failure of debt agreement to pro- 


duce a rising stock market and advancing prices for 
commodities Immediately, a new day has dawned in 
the world and particularly for America. Her vaunted 
isolation, to which she clung so tenaciously is a 
thing of the past. She has discovered that no mat- 
ter how sincerely she felt she should live to her- 
self, it -was an impossibility. America has discovered 
she cannot any more shut herself in than she can 
command the sun to stand still. That is a new day 
and it is prophetic of great changes which -will come. 


For ten years we have repeatedly denied to our- 


selves that what happened abroad, or in other lands, 
was of concern to us. 
We fondly repeated over 


and over again what the first president of the United 
States had said to a struggling infant nation, lacking 
even the most rudimentary means of communication 
and travel. We have wanted no entangling alliances. 
We said we could ge^t along very nicely by ourselves, 
we viewed with suspicion every move which might 
have drawn us into the 
circle of nations, and we 


sharply disclaimed our responsibility for the welfare 
and the progress of humanity. 


We were fooling only ourselves. Our awakening 


came when our pocketbook was pinched. 
We saw 


our trade dwindling and dwindling, our customers 
either resentful or unable to continue trading with us, 
or both." Everywhere we turned we met hostility and 
enmity. We deserved it because we had been blind 
and stupid, and selfish. We wanted to continue liv- 
ing in a paradise while the rest of the world shook 
in its agony. To abandon this short-sighted and self- 
ish role Is a measurable step forward, which in time 
Is certain to bear fruit.

Standing in front of the farmer is a fat and jovial 


congressman, who tells the victim not to mind, as he 
will arrange to have further help given. To which 
the gasping agriculturist faintly responds: 


"No, no, please don't." 
That is a very good representation of the way the 


average crop grower feels toward schemes for gov- 
ernmental aid in' his behalf. He has had too much 
experience with them to feel any confidence in their 
efficacy. He knows he is worse off than he was be- 
fore the politicians began showering their attentions 
upon him. Naturally, he prefers to be let alone here- 
after. 


No doubt we shall be hearing again an insistent de- 


mand to have the McNary-Haugen equalization 
scheme given a trial. But that demand •will not come 
from the farmers. They know when they have 
enough. 


Congressmen and senators who continue to agitate 


these things may find later on that they have cooked 
up trouble for themselves. The farmer is patient and 
forbearing, but he is not going to stand indefinitely 
for governmental intereference in his business. States- 
men who insist on concocting political medicine for 
him are likely to find a rebellious patient on their 
minds. 


FOOLISH CRIMINALS. 


Experienced officers know that with few exceptions 


men who engage in criminal practices are not of high 
Intelligence. At the heads of the larger crime syn- 
dicates there are a few "master minds," but the gen- 
eral run of those who choose to make themselves 
"public enemies." are below the average of mentality 
and their careers are for the most part more brief 
than they are brilliant. 


These conclusions are proven by the fact that al- 


most all of the men who have within the last year 
or two engaged in the robbery of banks in Nebraska 
have been apprehended and if they have not been 
sentenced to penitentiaries they are headed in that 
direction. Creiphton. one of the two Hastings rob- 
bers to get away, has since been sentenced to death, 
having been apprehended when he foolishly allowed 
his temper to get the better of him and shot a man 
to death merely because the other had brushed 
against him.

Sam has given obstreperous Reno a good spanking 
just before Independence day. 


WE'RE ALL FARMERS. 


Let the conversation turn to the price being paid 


for wheat this year, crop prospects, the farm board 
and other such agricultural questions and sooner or 
later somebody will spout off like this: 


"I don't see that the fanner has so much to crab 


about. Prices may be too low but anyhow he can 
always make a living. He doesn't have to worry 
about finding a job or about the fear of unemploy- 
ment. He's at least got a place to sleep and some- 
thing to eat. Yet he howls because he doesn't make 
any money. You don't find those living in the cities 
putting any money away, either. They're satisfied if 
they don't go in debt." 


It's this attitude that is at least partly responsible 


for the plight of agriculture. Residents of cities and 
even villages in agricultural regions fail to recognize 
that their interests are those of the farmer. 
We're 


all fanners in Nebraska. 


This fact must be realized if agriculture is to be- 


come prosperous by any other than the slow, arduous 
process of economic readjustment through fanners 
deserting their fields. If the farmer is forced to take 
bankruptcy and start all over again it would be a 
sad period for agricultural regions like Nebraska and 
other middlewestern states. Then we would realize 
how closely linked are the interests of farm, and city. 


If we don't want to suffer through a long period 


during which the slow forces of'supply and demand 
work to readjust the present situation, we've got to 
identify ourselves with agriculture, see that It isn't 
unnecessarily handicapped by tariffs benefiting other 
industries and that It is given all the encouragement 
to which it Is entitled. We've got to recognize that 
we're all farmers. 


THE NEEDED GENIUS. 


Every age has had its geniuses. For the past half 


century, they have been the geniuses of the natural 
sciences. Out of their work has come a revolutionary 
transformation of thought, an amazing control by 
man of physical nature and the capacity to provide 
material comforts scarcely dreamed of before.

QUESTION. 
I have been 
married for four 


years and am thirty years-*ld. After 
knowing another man for years and 
notwithstanding the perfectly happy 
and contented condition at home, 
both of us promptly fell in 
love 


with each other. What 1 cannot un- 
derstand is why two people who 
think themselves perfectly honor- 
able and upright can do what we 
did. 
After meeting the second time 


under thes cconditions we have re- 
solved never to see each other again. 
I know you will say I should tell 


my husband. Why break his faith If 
I can in some way make amends, 
and why torture three people when 
two are already in hell? Is not that 
quite enough? I admit the tellin? 
would be a relief to me, and I have 
the courage to do it Nevertheless I 
hesitate, but not for myself. 


ANSWER. 


The choicest fruit of genuine love 
is loyalty. It is useless to protest 
love's presence if betrayal is prac- 
ticed. Two simply cannot exist to- 
gether. Your confession emphasizes 
their incompatibility. 
Lust is not 
love, any more than a courtesan's 
passion is that of a mother. It is 
the profanation of the whole being 
at the biddance of base physical de- 
sire. No term in language is more 
diversified in its use than the sacred 
word love. It is applied to utterly 
antagonistic 
states of heart and 
mind, dragged in the gutter of sex- 
ual filth, or again, elevated to the 
dignity of divine affection itself. 
We shall not get very far in solv- 
ing such problems as yours till we 
label things correctly. It would be 
disastrous to practice the deceits of 
our social soothsaying in science. 
The chemist wwho calls arsenic as- 
perin is a candidate for the jail or 
the madhouse. But at his worst he 
only kills the body, whereas those 
who prate about love when they 
mean fleshly lust kill the soul. 


Consult the Scriptures on this 
matter. They do not shuffle nor 
gloze the issue, nor stick rhetorical 
plasters on a moral cancer. 
And 
they are very severe on married in- 
fidelity. The preacher who quoted 
their actual speech about it would 
be considered impolite in some cir- 
cles and grossly uncharitable in the 
others. Yet as experience of its con~- 
sequences testifies, the Bible never 
goes beyond the realism of this sin. 
I have not the slghtest wish to 
add to your burden, nor linger on 
the evil fancies which seduced your 
honor and wrecked your peace of 
mnd. You know, none better, that 
the apples of illicit desire are ashes 
in the mouth. But if the psychology 
of your transgression is to be clear- 
ly apprehended, chatter about "fall- 
ing in. love" has to step. You "fell"

As the founder of the 
''new 


party" abandoned his seat among 
the labontes and walked the few 
yards across the historic hall to 
his new place there were ironic 
cheers from the labor benches. 


Lady Cynthia Mosley joined him 


a few minutes later with several 
other members of the new party 
who will vote with him in the 
critical division of the unemploy- 
ment insurance bill which comes 
up for second reading this after- 
noon. 


The 
government's 
position 
is 


somewhat dangerous now, for both 
Mosley and James Maxton, labor 
left winger, have moved rejection 
of the measure, and some of the 
insurgent liberals are sure to vote 
against it. 


Sir Oswald 35 Years Old. 


Sir Oswald is 35 and has sat in 


parliament as a conservative, an 
independent and a labonte. has 
been dissatisfied with the progress 
made by the MacDonald govern- 
ment for the past year. 
Last February he announced the 


formation of a "new party." This 
party was launched as one designed 
to handle the "great national eco- 
nomic crisis," and plans were made 
to put 400 candidates in the field. 


His appeal was to the youth of 
the land and carried with it a dash 
of the spirit of fascism and limited 
dictatorship, his idea beng to turn 
the "talk shop" of parliament into 
a "work shop'' by means of small 
inner cabinet of five or six min- 
isters acting as the national execu- 
tive. 
Although Sir Oswald denied the 


Implication, some of the London 
papers declared, that he had sent 
several of his followers to Ger- 
many to study the methods of 
Adolf Hitler, fascist chieftain and 
leader of the 
German

socialist party. 
The essence of the program an- 


nounced by Sir Oswald in February 
•was the creation of a tariff system 
to protect the home market from 
"dumping," price fluctuation and 
competition with cheap labor.

NEW FORD CHASSIS 
The United States post office de- 
partment Wednesday placed with 
the Washington branch of the Ford 
Motor Co. an order for 1,500 motor 
truck chassis. Five hundred will be 
of three-fourths ton capacity, anc 
the balance of one and a half ton 
capacity. According' to E. M. O'Shea 
of the O'Shea Motor Co., local Ford 
dealer, the purchase is the largest 
order of this kind of equipment 
made by any governmental depart- 
ment since the war. The purchase 
swells Ford sales to the post office 
department in recent years to 2,900 
units. 
The 
purchase marked another 


' 
step in the department's program 
of building up its fleet of several 
thousand trucks and also to replace 
some of the surplus trucks turned 
over to the post office department 
by the army at the close of the war. 


Deliveries are to start immediately 


and continue as rapidly as the 
bodies contracted for are ready for 
installation. 
The completed trucks 


will then be distributed to some sixty 
cities throughout the United States. 


The order was placed with the 


Ford company after an exhaustive 
test conducted by the department 
with co-operation of the bureau of 
standards. The tests were under the 
supervision of W. A. Jacobs, auto- 
motive engineer of the bureau of 
standards, and William Wolma of 
Chicago, and Morris Carrier of 
Brooklyn, motor vehicle engineers of 
the post office department.

time between 2 a. m., and 3 a. m. 
last Sunday morning. Besnah took 
•with him William Junge, who had 
spent nearly two years in the coun-

Although he did not clarify his 


statement by direct charges that 
other reasons than trucking com- 
petition lay behind the specific rate 
reductions asked by the railroad. 
-Schellberg attacked railroad claims 
that this was the reason for their 
requests. 


"I don't believe that trucking 


competition is the reason on 10 per 
cent of the emergency rate reduc- 
tions," he declared. . 


Both of the gravel witnesses de- 


fended the present zone system of 
freight charge as favorable to main- 
taining competitive conditions. At- 
torney Wemgarten pressed Schell- 
berg as to why he thought a zone 
rate rather than a mileage rate 
should be used, resulting in the an- 
swer of maintaining 
competition 


and an attack on railroad motives 
at the hearing. 
"I think the railroads want to 


maintain competitive condition on 
every other commodity except sand 
and gravel," Schellberg charged. "I 
can't see why they want to make 
an exception."

Yet the federal 
government classes them with adult 
criminals and moves against them 
with the same machinery which it 
uses in dealing with hardened of- 
fenders."

"The federal government is not 


equipped to serve as a guardian to 
the delinquent child." the report 
asserted. "Nor should it assume this 
task 
Whenever a child has broken 


a federal law, his local community 
has mailed in its responsibility to 
furnish adequate parental guidance. 
This duty is local, not national. 
"It is desirable from every point 


of view that the federal government 
be empowered to withdraw from the 
prosecution of juveniles, where such 
withdrawal will be in the.public in- 
terest, and to leave the treatment of 
their cases to the juvenile courts or 
other welfare agencies of their own 
states. The commission recommends 
the passage of legislation which will 
have this effect." 


Contest Over Cause 


Of Fireman's Death 


Liability Insurance Company Asks 


For Exhumation of Remains 


Harley Mullen, Hastings. 


A controversy over the cause of 


the death of Harley A. Mullen, Has- 
tings fireman, in fighting the recent 
blaze at the Ingleside state hospital, 
which would affect right ol his 
family to claim compensation, was 
foreseen Wednesday. 
The 
Travelers Insurance Co., 


through Hastings attorneys, filed an 
application with Cecil Matthews, 
deputy state labor commissioner, 
asking lo have Mullen's body ex- 
humed. 


Compensation is expected to be 


claimed against the city of Hastings 
on the theory that Mullen was elec- 
trocuted during the fight on the 
fire. The insurance company which 
asked that his body be exhumed is 
expected to fight the claim. 


Matthews is opposed to disturbing 
the remains, feeling that considera- 
tion should bs given the 
grief 


stricken family. Mayor Madgett of 
Hastings, he said, is also opposed to 
the application. 


Mullen at the time of his death 
was operating a pumper, when he 
fell over suddenly, dying instantly. 
A post mortem was held by County 
Attorney Schroeder but it was un- 
successful in determining the exact 
cause of the man's death. All vital 
organs were found to be all right. 
A complete autopsy was made, in- 
cluding the dead man's brain, heart, 
liver and other organs. A coroner's 
jury failed to fix the cause of his 
death, also. 


It is thought that he may have 


been elctrocuted when a hose burst 
under a transmission wire. It is 
thought the current could have been 
carried by the water cnwn the hose. 
Support was given this theory by 
the fact that the pumper stopped 
when the line burst and the water 
spurted to the high voltage wire. 


Mullen's heirs would be entitled to 
compensation totaling $5,250.

to use the records that are''on file 
in the capitol. 


4. That such acts, by the gov- 


ernor constitute unlawful and will- 
ful misuse of executive authority 
unlawful interference with the bank 
receiver in his duties, usurpation 
of power, ai>d contempt of court. 


Legal Doubleheader in Prospect. 
The belated decision of Governor 


Bryan to put a real code secretary 
at the head of thetrade and com- 
merce department and ask to have 
him formally commissioned as re- 
ceiver of all failed banks promises 
to bring the controversial issues be- 
tween the governor and Bliss simul- 
taneously before the courts in two 
different phases.

Results of an experiment just 


completed at the agricultural col- 
lege dealing with wintering stock 
calves on roughage rations fol- 
lowed by finishing in the dry lot 
indicates that calves handled 
in 


such a manner are safe investments 
for Nebraska farmers who have a 
surplus of feeds. Prof. R. R. Thal- 
man of the animal husbandry de- 
partment completed the experiment

Six lots of stock 
calves were 


wintered in the test and later put 
into the feedlot for sixty days. A 
lot fed shelled corn and alfalfa haj 
on full feed was used as a check 
in the test. The other lots were 
fed roughages with a protein sup- 
plement. 
Due to the fact that corn was 


very low in price, it did not pay 
to winter the calves on roughages 
during the past year. When corn 
sells for forty-two cents. Prof. Thal- 
man says it pays to feed steers for 
the best gains and market them as 
soon as possible providing the cat- 
tle are not to be held until later 
summer or early fall months. 


On Feedlot 60 Days. 


After being wintered on rough- 


ages the calves were put into the 
feedlot for sixty days where they 
made an average gain of three to 
three and one-half pounds 
per 
day for all lots. 
calves, full fed, 


The check lot of 
gained two and 
one-third pounds per day during 
the entire period. The finish car- 
ried by the silage and fodder calves 
at the end of the winter period 
was not a handicap to summer 
gains. Prof. Thalman points out in 
his conclusions on the test. 
Final figures on the test show 
that the thinner calves which had 
been wintered on alfalfa and three 
pbunds of corn made the fastest 
gains. 
The advantage was .not 
great, however, and failed, by a 
considerable margin of making up 
for the difference in weight at the 
end of the winter. The check lot 
made the most expensive gains. 
When considering the experiment 


on the basis of the sixty day feed- 
ing period, Prof. Thalman says all 
lots showed a profit ranging from 
$4.62 for lot 1 to $12.80 per head in 
lot 5. Lot 5 received ground corn 
fodder and alfalfa during the win- 
ter months. 
Appraised at Low Price. 


When the first part of the ex- 
periment was closed on April 17 at 
the time of feeder's day at the col- 
lege, the cattle were appraised at 
a comparatively low figure due to 
the demoralized feeder cattle mar- 
ket at that time. 
But the college of agriculture 
man says the final figures 
em- 
phasizes the fact that cattle win- 
tered on silage or com fodder sup- 
plemented by either alfalfa hay or 
cottonseed cake will make rapid 
and economical summer gains and 
produce steers that sell well in line 
with these fed for much longer per- 
iods on grain and hay alone. With 
corn selling from forty-five 
to 
.thirty-five cents a bushel, roughages 
do not lower the cost of production 
materially, Prof. Thalman con- 
cludes. 
The cattle used in the experiment 
were shipped to Omaha for the 
market on Monday. June 22. De- 
spite the fact that there were 12,000 
cattle on the market that day the 
calves brought good prices. Lot 1 
sold for $8.25, lot 2 for S7.75, lot 3 
for $8.00. lot 4 for S8.25, lot 5 for 
$8.15 and lot 6 for $7.85.

worth fortv-two cents. The calves 
sold for from $2.10 to S2.60 per 
hundredweight less than they cost. 
The initial cost on all lots last fall 
was $10.35. 


"It is significant, if not surpris- 
ing, to know that for the entire 
period at such adverse differences 
in cost and selling price that the 
calves failing to break even only 
lost from $1.50 to $4-69 per head," 
Thalman declares. 


Drawing his 
final 
conclusions 


from the experiment the coflege 
of agriculture animal husbandry in- 
structor says the advisability of 
wintering stock calves and 
then 


feeding them out in the summer 
depends upon what the feeders ex- 
pect to do with their calves and 
the feed conditions prevailing at 
the time. 


The commercial feeder cannot af- 


ford to bother with utilizing rough- 
ages when corn is worth less .nan 
fifty cents per bushel. But the ex- 
periment shows that the farmer on 
a quarter section of land can af- 
ford to winter his calves on such 
rations. Wintering the calves gives 
the feeder the advantage of haying 
choice feeders in the spring when 
they are usually not available. In

With nearly 15,000 Nebraska boys 


and girls enrolled as-4-H club mem- 
bers there are more club members 
in the state than ever before. The 
1931 club enrollment goal has been 
exceeded. L. I. Fr'isbie", state boys 
and girls club leader, made the an- 
nouncement from the agricultural 
college today. 
There are 17,731 projects being 


carried by boys and girls over the 
state now. The initial goal set last 
spring by extension workers was 
14,500 members carrying 16,000 pro- 
jects. Frisbie says the total enroll- 
ment will be increased somewhat 
when the final check up is made 
late this month.

Nebraska fanners solve their gra-'K- 
hopper problem, O. S. Bare, exten- 
sion entomologist at the agricult- 
ural college, left "yesterday to hold 
control demonstrations at six points 
in that end of the state. 


Reports reaching his office have 


indicated that the grasshoppers are 
bad in some sections. Dundee and 
Perkins counties seem to be infected 
the worst and the crops are suffer- 
ing. In Scotts Bluff county where 
the grasshoppers are usually bad, 
they seem to be doing little damage. 
Bare says the irrigation 
banks 
and alfalfa fields are perfect breed- 
ing grounds for the grasshoppers. 
In recent years the hoppers have 
done considerable damage to crops 
in the irrigated country. 
Control 
measures by farmers have helped to 
cut down the damage.

NEW WINDBREAK 


Adequate Protection Is 


Developed On Farm 


In Four Years. 


Extension Service Aids 


Farmers To Plant 


Many Trees. 


Nebraska farmers who do not be- 


lieve that a suitable windbreak on 
the farmstead can be developed in 
a few years should visit the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska experimental farm 
located east of Bethany. 
There they will see an excellent 


livestock windbreak planting which 
has been developed during the past 
four years under the direction of 
H. J. Gramlich of the animal hus- 
bandry department at the college 
and Clayton W. Watkins, extension 
forester. Watkins uses the plot for 
a demonstration for Nebraska farm- 
ers, showing them that a windbreak 
of value can be developed in a short 
period of time. 


Each year the extension service 


distributes thousands of seedling 
trees to farmers over the state for 
such plantings. The pines are grown 
on the Nebraska National Forest at 
Halsey and the broadleaf stock is 
grown by the Nebraska Nursery- 
men's association. Those receiving 
the trees pay only the cost of pack- 
ing and express. 


Planted hi 1928. 


The first planting m the wind- 


break on the farm was made in the 
spring of 1928 with the same stock 
that is furnished fanners by the ex- 
tension service. The trees were 
planted around the feedlot with the 
expectation that the windbreak 
would protect the cattle during the 
cold winter months. Evidently those 
at the college have not been dis- 
appointed. 


Now the windbreak has grown to 


where it is highly valuable in the 
short four years. On the outside 
are the Caragana trees which orig- 
inated in Siberia and were import- 
ed to this country. The trees were 
seedlings when planted and have 
established a good growth in. four 
years. 
They are a low tree and 


are used quite extensively on the 
outside row of the windbreak. 


In the second row of the wind- 


areak are located the pines. Intend- 
ing to experiment with the Austrian 
and Scotch pines under eastern Ne- 
braska conditions, the two varieties 
were planted. They came from the 
nursery stock where they were three 
years old before being transplanted 
nto the windbreak. For some un- 
known reason the pines have not 
done so well in the plot.

Elevators to Grind and 


Mix Feeds at New 


Low Price. 


Nebraska poultry producers now 


have the 
opportunity of 
getting 


their home grown feeds ground and 
mixed into a balanced ration for 
their flocks at a nominal cost. J. H. 
Claybaugh and J. R. Redditt of the 
agricultural college today announced 
plans whereby elevators and mills 
over the state are" co-operating in 
offering feed mixing service to the 
poultrymen. 
The same plan has 


oeen secured by hatcheries selling 
Nebraska mixed feeds and is offered 
;o poultry raisers. 
For many months 
poultrymen 
over the state have been 
buying 
mixed feeds at a price much higher 
;han Nebraska farm prices of the 
ngredients in the mixtures, the col- 
ege of agriculture men point out. 
The extension poultrymen 
realize 
that the farmers must hold their 
costs down and have promoted the 
mixing service over the state in an 
attempt to help reduce the costs of 
poultry and egg production. 
Lower Feed Price. 
The service means, that all pat- 
rons over the state can take full 
advantage of low priced Nebraska 
*rown feeds, according to the col- 
ege men. Starting mashes 
mixed 
according to standard formulas can 
be secured in 1,000 pound lots for a 
cost ranging from $1.40 to $1.70 per 
hundredweight. A report from one 
Doultryman shows that 1,000 pounds 
>f feed mixed according to 
the 
formula for starting mash ccst him 
but $14.89. 
Most Nebraska farmers produce 
the great proportion of the grains 
used ir. the standard 4-J formula as 
recommended by the college of agri- 
culture for feeding growing pullets, 
[t requires 390 pounds com. 200 
xmnds wheat, 100 pounds cats or 
jarley and J>0 pounds alfalfa 
for 
each 1,000 pound mix. 
In addition 125 pounds 
of bone 
meal, 25 pounds of dried milk and 
10 pounds of salt are required. The 
elevators are charging from, five 
cents a bushel to fifteen cents per 
lundred pounds for the grinding 
services. The most common charge 
or running the 1,000 pounds of feed 
through the big mixers are re-sack- 
ing is one dollar. 


Horses Are Coming Back Into 


Favor With Nebraska Farmers 


The old gray mare may not be 


what she used to was but Prof. H. J. 
Gramlich, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department at the agricul- 
tural college, says she is coming 
back. He attributes the probable 
return of horses to present economic 
conditions. 
Gramlich says there is a renewed 


interest in horse farming over the 
state. With all of the farm pro- 
duced grains and roughages possess- 
ing very low value, farmers arc 
realizing that the horse provides the 
cheapest source of power for farm 
operations, he believes. 


Gramlich declares there is also a 


renewed interst in horse breeding 
which shows that the sv.^ig may be 
back to the horse upon the farm. 
He reports that stallioners are re- 
ceiving more calls than in previous 
years for their horses. 


Stocks Are Aged. 


Statistics show that the vast ma- 


jority of horses on farms are up- 
wards of ten years old. Apparently, 
the 
animal 
husbandrymen say, 


there is a realization on the part 
of farmers that the horse stocks 
must be replenished through the 
breeding route. Several ranchmen 
in the western part of the state re- 
port sales of horses for prices rang- 
ing from $50 to $70 per head in car- 
load lots. The same horses would 
have brought but from $20 to $30 per 
head a year ago. 


The recent hot spell may also be 
a contributing factor toward re- 
newed interest in horses under 
present conditions, Gramlich main- 
tains. He says if farmers were pros- 
perous, there would probably be a 
big swing toward tractors because 
the horse suffered intensely by the 
heat, field operations were slowed 
up and the horse mortality was 
heavy. 


But under present conditions the 


college of agriculture man believes 
that many men will continue to pin 
their faith in horses. 
Others will 


probably be interested in enlarging 
their horse breeding operations be- 
cause they feel that the relatively 
high death rate which has existed 
among horse stock in the past 
month will necessitate considerable 
restocking and should bring an im- 
proved demand. 


Gramlich, however, does not deny 
that the tractor has been greatly 
improved in recent years. Appar- 
ently, he says, the modem tractor i* 
as foolproof as the modern automo- 
bile. But he says there is a place 
on the farm for an in expensive .type 
of tractor and some horses. 


Nebraska agricultural

show, however, that there were fewer 
horses on farms in 1930 than In 
1929. 
The records show there were 


772,000 horses in Nebraska in 1929 
in comparison to 757,000 in 1930.

There he opens a hole to 
the surface and pushes the fresh 
supply of earth out, closing the 
opening when he is through.

When the tunnel has 
been carried forward so far that it 
is inconvenient and a^'aste of time 
to push the earth back to the last 
dump a new opening is made and 
another dump started.
